Autonomous University of jgexico . He was the guest of the Internation' 
Relations Club. The Ambassador made a resume of the economic, 
political and social conditions in present-day Cuba. 


In regard to the economic aspect, he said that due to the 
strong oppression to which the working class of Cuba had been sub- 
jected by BATISTA, the CASTRO revolution has had an overwhelming 
success and counts more than ever with the support of the people. 

The economic depression, which logically followed the armed struggle, 
was overcome thanks to the planning and the policy of expropriating 
foreign capital which had held 50 per cent of the national riches. 

A great proportion of what remained was held by a small bourgeois 
Cuban element, and this also is being expropriated. He said that 
the per capita annual Income is steadily increasing under the new 
policies. 


Concerning the political aspect, the Ambassador stated 
the Communist Party of Cuba has been decentralized and recognizes 
and helps the Cuban people. It has the responsibility to mobilize 
their experience as guerrillas so they may cooperate with guerrilla 
groups of other countries. He stated that his government takes 
the same position and that his country stands ready to support all 
other countries, even though only in the form of moral support in 
some cases, if they desire to liberate themselves from "North 
American Imperialism. " 

The Ambassador further stated that the new planning 
projects the disappearance of all social classes and the implanting 
of socialism as the only system for Cuba. 
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The Ambassador commented, in response to a question from 
the floor, that the only way for countries to liberate themselves 
from the control of North American imperialism is for their peoples 
to join together in a common struggle against the oppressors.

TOO FEW FACTS. TOO MUCH MUSIC 


(stated the programs most listened to in 
Cuba, especially in Havana, which come from the United 
States, are the Voice of America, from a New York station 
which she could not identify, and WMIE in Miami. Cubans 
especially like to listen to the Voice of America 10 p.n. 
program called, "Cita con Cuba”. These programs are some- 
times jammed by Cuban stations, but mostly the reception 
is good because the Castro government believes the pro- 
grams as now broadcast indirectly contribute to Castro 
propaganda . 
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Programs as now set up are very seldom in the 
form of newsworthy information for the people of Cuba 
and therefore do little harm to Castro. She stated, however 
on a few occasions, such as the announcement of the death of 
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Ernesto "Che" Guevara in Bolivia, they do cause consider- 
able embarrassment to Castro. Most Cubans learned of 
the death of Guevara through the broadcast, and long be- 
fore the Cuban government made any official announcement 
concerning the same. The Cuban government had no choice 
in this case but to make the news public because it be- 
came the main item of conversation, with the Cuban 
people and even the Cuban Communists listening to United 
States stations for details. 

COMMONPLACE ITEMS OF GREAT INTEREST 

She stated that Cubans who do not support the 
Castro regime, as well as many of those who do support 
the regime, want to know more than the regime's publicity 
offices tell them, and do so although merely listening 
to a United States program is risky in Cuba, since, if they 
are observed listening to a program by a member of the 
Committee of the Defense of the Revolution (CDR) , they 
may be reported. Some fanatical neighbor may cause them 
to be brought into the court or even sent to a work camp 
or state farm under the program known as Military Units 
to Aid Production (UMAP) . 

Those who do listen are desperate to have a 
free country,, such as the United States, give them infor- 
mation which the Cuban government hides from them. She 
stated many times they simply listen to music by Cuban 
exiles and while the people of Cuba enjoy atfd admire these 
exile musicians,., there are many times when little news or 
no news is giveh, and they have to put up with the slanted 
news of the Cuban government. 

She stated commonplace items are of great interest 
to the people of Cuba. For example, many of them do not 
know that in Florida there are many public beaches; that 
for the price of a bus ticket one can go from Miami to 
Miami Beach and enjoy a family picnic; they are never told 
that there is an excellent public system for recreation, 
gratis, such as the picnic tables, charcoal grills, rest- 
rooms and showers. Few Cubans know about the many parks 
in nearly every large city in the United States, and even 
•fewer know that thousands of Cuban and American families 
enjoy these facilities every weekend. 
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Ordinary Cubans are not aware of the fact that 
gasoline is only about thirty cents a gallon, and some- 
times even less when private companies engage in a price 
war. They do not know there are numerous comfortable 
buses going to all parts of the country in addition to 
luxury trains and planes. They are not told of the true 
situation of the worker in the. United States, and that 
in most cases he enjoys as good, or even a better, standard 
of living than professionals, technicians and white collar 
workers . 


She suggested that many programs be devoted to 
such commonplace activities as the opportunities for 
women to work in gainful employment in almost any business 
or industry in the United States. Not only the masses in 
Cuba, but the masses in many Latin American countries do 
not know of the Public Welfare Program of the United States, 
State, and Municipal governments, and the help being given 
refugees by various churches and organizations. She stated 
Cubans are not aware of the many branches of religious be- 
liefs in the United States, and that United States residents 
go to many different churches without being molested or 
pressured by anyone. Cubans are not told news about the 
development of the Alliance for Progress Program and its 
application in undeveloped countries. 

She stated that for many Cubans still in Cuba, 
and for many living in other Latin American countries, 
programs such as the Voice of America are most important 
because from the stations of the Castro regime they receive 
a constant, daily diet of anti-American propaganda. They 
are told that in the United States people are dying in 
the streets and in their homes from overwork, from lack 
of recreation, and simply from hunger and cold, and that 
they cannot receive medical attention unless they have 
the money to pay for it. S e stated on the other hand 
without actually doing anything, the Communist government 
of Cuba is constantly taking credit for great strides in 
progress and benefits given to the poor and working class. 

She stated that the total lack of truly informative 
programs causes the Cubans and persons in other Latin. 
American nations to feel they are defrauded by many of the 
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programs emanating from the United States. She stated 
that even worse than the programs which present only music 
and no information, are many from Miami which declare that 
one evil thing or another, or some disaster, has happened 
in Cuba, when the Cuban people there know that it is not 
so. This makes the Cubans doubt the veracity of other 
information which is broadcast. 

ILL EFFECTS OF AIRING OF DIFFERENCES BY CUBAN EXILES 


She concluded that many Cubans give great atten- 
tion to programs originating in Miami, because many of 
them know this will be their eventual point of entry into 
the United States. She stated these programs have a very 
unfortunate effect because more and more there is a ten- 
dency to give a mistaken picture of the life of the Cuban 
exile in the United States. Rather than dwell on their 
successes in business, gainful employment and other benefits 
received in the United States, they report more and more on 
the petty quarrels among the anti-Castro groups in the 
United States. 

She stated the broadcast of bombings, attempted 
explosions, and other violations of the law by Cuban ex- 
iles tend to give credence to Fidel Castro’s contention 
that only the trouble-makers and malcontents have fled 
to the United States. 

On January 26, 1968, m stated that some 
comments similar to the above have been heard from other 
Cuban refugees arriving in the United States, but few gave 
such detailed descriptions of what they regarded as objec- 
tionable parts of broadcasts from the United States, and 
what items would be of informative value and interest to 
the people.

COLLECTIVE LAW OFFICES 


b~?j> 


■■■stated that according to information he 
received on January 12, 196 8, from an attorney who is ■■! 
years of age, a graduate of ■■■■■■■■■■■■■1, and 
who practiced law until recently in Cuba, the profession 
of private attorney has almost disappeared in Cuba. 

Attorneys who have their offices open to the public are 
hampered more and more by dispositions of the CASTRO Govern 
ment . The government has opened in the City of Havana 
places known as ’'Collective Law Offices,” which operate 
in the following manner: 

Several attorneys and notaries are given offices 
in a certain building, and receive a modest salary from the 
government for performing work for any Cubans who might come 
to them. When first formed, these offices were staffed only 
with attorneys and notaries sympathetic to the CASTRO Govern- 
ment, but recently they have many attorneys who do not 
sympathize with the CASTRO Government, but have to accept 
work in these Collective Law Offices in order to subsist. 

The majority of the attorneys and notaries who 
are unable to leave Cuba, or who want to leave in the near 
future, and are not working in the Collective Law Offices, 
must try to earn a living from the few cases in the 
Correctional Courts (higher, or appeal courts), and in handl- 
ing passports and other simple clerical duties having to do 
with correspondence in connection with applications of Cubans 
to leave Cuba. 
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LIGHTER PUNISHMENT FOR 
CRIMINALS THAN FOR 
COUNTERREVOLUTION! STS 


■■■■ stated criminal law procedures work 
more or less as they did before CASTRO, with Judges 
of Instruction presiding over major crimes. In spite 
of the fact that some criminals may receive very heavy 
sentences for such crimes as robbery, murder, and other 
homicides, the prisoners are released after only a few 
months in prison for the sole purpose of obtaining more 
workers on farms for the Cuban Government. 

Prisoners who have been sentenced for common 
crimes receive all kinds of small favors, comforts, and 
advantages. They are visited by families, and can be 
brought food, clothing, newspapers, and magazines. 




Political prisoners, or those accused of counter* 
revolutionary activities, are forbidden any such advantages. 
They are either allowed no visits or very few visits from 
members of their families, apd only on very rare occasions 
can they be taken food, clothing, newspapers, or other 
materials . .

positions have had a tremendous effect on the Cuban social 
life, and cited some of the following as examples: 




NO PRIVATE property - 
NO CIVIL COURTS 


Very lit tie property has been left in the hands of 
private individuals for some time in Cuba, but recently, 
the Urban Reforms issued a resolution freezing all the 
cases, as well as operations in progress, with regard to 
the purchase and sale of houses, farms, and all kinds of 
real estate. According to this resolution, the Cuban 
state has priority in purchasing anything that is offered 
for sale, transfer, or to be negotiated. It is, therefore, 
the Cuban Government which fixes the price. 


2 
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As a result of the above, civil cases and civil 
courts have practically disappeared in Cuba. Since private 
ownership has disappeared and everything is controlled by 
the government, there are no civil cases involving property 
to be adjudicated by civil courts. 

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE HAVE 
A MODEST FEE 


The Cuban Government issued a resolution through 
the Ministry of Justice abolishing taxes on applications for 
marriage, birth, and celibacy certificates. The Cuban Govern- 
ment followed this with another resolution abolishing the 
need for a certificate in order to get married. The govern- 
ment established what was called the "Palacios de los Novios" 

(The Palace of Sweethearts) in a building where are also housed 
some of the so-called Collective Law Offices, 

Persons appearing there can be married on the 
same day, and in order to marry, nothing other than the 
verbal agreement of the contracting parties, accompanied by 
two witnesses who can identify the bride and groom to the 
attorney or notary, is necessary. Following this, the 
couple signs a sworn statement declaring that they are 
single and there is no impediment to the marriage. 

For divorces, the same simple procedure is in 
effect. The couple pays a modest fee to the Collective Law 
Office, and simply state that they do not desire to co-habit 
as man and wife, and a divorce is decreed. 

Allegedly, the Communist Government of Cuba is 
alarmed at the number of divorces and some special studies 
have been ordered in order to determine some of the reasons 
for such a high divorce rate. 

NO HOMES FOR NEWLYWEDS 

The above situation with regard to private property 
and the total breakdown in the government’s construction of 
cheap dwellings and apartment houses has resulted in an ever- 
increasing shortage of houses. There are many instances when 
persons who have married have no place to live and they are 
forced to share homes with their parents, and in many instances, 
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a very small dwelling may be shared by as many as three 
Jnarried couples. Beds are placed in living rooms and 
fdining rooms, and there is no privacy.

Summons from the Ministry of Interior 


There are thousands of Cubans who have been 
waiting their turn to leave Cuba either by the freedom 
flight from Varadero, Cuba, to Miami, Florida, or via Spain, 
Mexico, or other country, if they have the funds with which 
to pay for such a flight. As soon as they fill out the 
applications for permission to leave the country, they are 
fired from their present jobs. In order to subsist, many 
of them have agreed to work in the Ministry of Construction 
(MICON) in jobs requiring hard, manual labor. They are 
given the hardest work to do and under the most disagree- 
able conditions. The pay is slightly over $3 for a day's 
work of eight hours. Persons who were unable or unwilling 
to do this kind of work sold candy, made sandals from old 
automobiles tires, drove a taxi when they could find a car 
suitable to operate, or did any other kind of work from which 
they could earn a living.

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Practically everyone in this position was summoned 
to the office of the Ministry of the Interior. Those living 
in Havana were summoned to appear in the building known as 
El Laguito. 

At first the individuals so summoned were very 
happy because they thought they were being given their 
departure permits, but upon arrival they were subjected to 
long interviews during which they were asked, among other 
things, the names, surnames, other general information, 
residence and employment of all persons composing the 
nucleus in which they were to be included when permission 
to leave Cuba eventually arrived. 

If the applicant to leave was already working 
for MICON, nothing more was said to them, but if they stated 
they were self-employed in one of the above mentioned small 
businesses, they were told to go home and they would be 
told where they should report equipped with a hammock, 
blanket, canteen, hat and work clothes suited for farm work. 

If any refused to go and do farm work, they were told on 
the spot that their departure permits were cancelled. 

From that date forward ,( the date of each individual's 
interview), among the documents which each person had to present 
at the time of inspection in order to leave Cuba was the 
so called "Document of Agriculture." This was nothing but a 
certification of the work that the person had done in the 
agricultural fields. 

About six or seven days following the interview, 
the persons who agreed to do agricultural work rather 
than lose their permit to leave Cuba were notified of the 
place to which they were to report. These places varied and 
were sometimes the local office of the Committee for the 
Defense of the Revolution (CDR), a government office, or 
just a street corner. The time to report was invariably 
very early in the morning. If they did not come equipped 
with the articles mentioned above, they had to go and do 
without them. 

At the meeting place, they were loaded into 
trucks and taken to their work destination which, at this 
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<rm& 


time of the year, is almost always a cane field. Barracks 
have been set up made of wood and palm leaves, where they 
can put up their hammocks and place the rest of their 
belongings on the dirt floors. The barracks are very 
small and since a large number of people are assigned to 
each one, the hammocks practically touch each other. 

Work Routine 

4:00 A. Mo Workers are called and served black coffee. 

Immediately thereafter squads leave on foot for 
the cane fields which are frequently located 
several miles distant. They walk to the cane 
fields and arrive there about 6:00 a.m. Each 
person is provided with a small machete known 
as a ’’mocha” and one w> rker in every four is 
given a file for sharpening the "mochas." 

The person to whom a file is given is responsible 
for taking care of it and returning it to the 
barracks each evening. 

10:30 A.M. Workers return to the barracks where they are 

served a light meal consisting of two things 
and usually two things only: A spoonful 

of cooked beans and a piece of boniato, (a 
native root similar to a sweet potato) or 
yuca, which is another type of root boiled in 
salt water. The beans are either black or 
red, or maybe chick peas. 

1:30 P.M. Workers return to the cane fields and spend 

the rest of the afternoon cutting cane 
and loading it on trucks. At 5:00 p.m. 
they may return to the barracks where they 
are given a quart of drinking water and 
receive a meal consisting of three items: 
the same type of beans which were served in 
the morning, a spoonful of usually soggy, rice 
and canned squid which com® from North Korea. 
These are served directly from the can without 
further cooking and are described as tough 
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Even though the Cuban people originally objected 
strongly to Russian canned meat , it is sometimes served in 
place of the squid and compared to the squid from North 
Korea, the Russian meat is a delicacy. 

All of the interior in Cuba where sugar cane 
is grown is heavily infested with mosquitos and the workers 
have no protection from them at night. The only illumination 
comes from small kerosene lights and when the kerosene is 
used up, (there is usually enough for about one week each 
month), there is no other light in the barracks. 

Payment for Cane Cutting 

Thus far the government has not placed a restrictive 
control on the payment for cutting cane, and it is paid for 
at the rate of 100 arrobas (an arroba is 25 pounds) . Payment 
is $2.20 if the 100 arrobas of cut cane are transported by 
hand. If they are transported by machine, the payment is 
$1.70. 


Work days are considered from Monday through 
Saturday noon when individuals who do not live far away are 
permitted to go home provided they walk or have their own 
transportation and promise to b® back by 4:00 a.m. Monday 
for roll call. 

Many males who are not used to hard physical labor 
become ill and are simply physically unable to perform such 
hard work on such little food of poor nutritional value. 
However, all males between the ages of fifteen and sixty 
years who desire to leave the country must perform this 
work . 

North Vietnamese in Cuba 


Amongst the workers in the agricultural fields, 
large numbers of oriental^appearing foreigners are seen. 
Cubans are told that these ar© Worth Vietnamese who cannot 
harvest the fruit in their own countries because of the 
"Yankee bombings," and that is why they are sent to Cuba 
to perform th® same type of work for their people. These

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foreigners are always* engaged in the harvesting of small 
fruit and vegetables which are allegedly shipped to "North 
Viet Nam. They never mingle with the Cubans and they are 
never seen working in cane fields. 

Thus far no decision has been given regarding 
the disposition of thousands of persons who become ill 
as a result of the work and are unable to continue it and 
of many who are too ill or too weak to perform that kind 
of work in the first place. 

Work Lines for the Women 

Thus far the women have not been ordered to work 
in the cane fields but they are placed in the so-called 
"Havana line" where they plant, cultivate or harvest coffee 
bushes dependent upon the season. The only ones exempt from 
this work are the women belonging to a family nucleus which 
stated in the application forms that they were only house- 
wives and had never performed any kind of work outside their 
homes . 


The farm work which the Cuban government forces 
persons to perform after presentation of their application 
to leave the country is considered real concentration camp 
labor. Furthermore, all persons whose nuclei have never 
even been sent to the United States for approval are taken 
to the cane fields; these are persons who may not have the 
slightest chance of leaving Cuba if the Cuban government does 
not want them to go. This work group includes nearly all 
young men who have passed the age of 26 and are therefore 
not eligible to call for Obligatory Military Service.

My husband, son and I are in Marco, Florida on a 
fishing trip for the day. While they are fishing, I've been grading 
papers for a class where I'm an Intern in Boca Raton. I've had 
my radio on, and by accident I turned in on a Cuban (or other Spanish 
speaking) station. I was horrified by what I heard, and I wanted to be 
sure that our leaders, such as you, knew that this was going on.

This station was near 710 on the AM dial. The closest 
English speaking station which I could get was 710. The program was 
called "Let's Practice English, " and a man and a woman delivered an 
appeal, slightly disguised, to the "black people" to rise up against the 
"Yankees" who had held them down. Their voices carried a slight 
Spanish accent. They spoke in English. After their speech urging the 
black of America to revolt, they played a very "suggestive" and almost 
lewd song about "Now. . .Now. . . Now is the time to arise. . .You’ve put 
it off long enough. . .It's time for you to get some of that stuff. . .We're 
created free and equal . . those lips are there for you and me . . . Everyone 
should know his brother. . .Everyone should love his brother. . .Now. . . 
Now. . .Now. . .get some of that stuff Now's the time." 


The song mentioned black and white, and began with 
words about Washington, Jefferson, and Lincoln. I couldn't believe 
my ears, I was so shocked. It sovnded like a propaganda program to 
urge the negro to revolution, including the seizing of a white woman, 
if he cared to do so, and urging him to do it now . I fear that the 
Communists are behind a push to make the negro revolt, so that we will 
be thrown into civil war - - black against white . 


I just wanted to be sure that someone in a position of 
leadership knew about this program. It ran between 1:00 P. M and 
2:00 P. M. today, Saturday, April 6, 1968. I also feel like Martin 
Luther King's death was Communist -planned to instigate a revolution, 
but I'm sure Washington has considered this also. ^ m cmKm

Cuban Postage Stamps - Money Raising and Propaganda 

IHH, who is acquainted with many Cub&n refugees 
in the Miami area and who maintains contact with some sources 
still in Cuba, furnished the following information on April 
8, 1968:

The Cuban government has for several years been 
propelling a well oiled propaganda machine through the use 
of postage stamps and has also used the postage stamp to 
develop a constant and improving dollar income. 

The Cuban government has kept philatelists alert 
and actively purchasing an ever increasing number of postage i 
stamps which it has been printing and throwing on the market. 

Many well informed anti-CASTRO Cuban sources declare that 
the CASTRO government has been doing this in order to obtain 
money through the sale of stamps to millions of collectors 
throughout the world and to make political propaganda through- 
out the world by publishing and presenting a favorable view 
of the Cuban revolution to the world. These stamps have 
covered practically all of the well known Cuban heroes, the 
agrarian reform, the year of industry, the year of education 
and numerous other items . 


Many of the stamps printed are oversized and one 
which just came out carries the picture of CHE GUEVARA. 

This stamp measures 1 3/4" by 2 1/16". It carries a picture 
of CHE GUEVARA in his well known beret with the name Comandante 
ERNESTO GUEVARA; underneath the picture appears "Hasta la 
victoria siempre" (Always towards victory) . It also has the 
small, well known, insignificant signature "CHE", which became 
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CUBA 


known throughout the world when he used this signature to 
sign the Cuban pesos issued by the CASTRO regime. A final 
line across the bottom of the stamp "Octubre 8 dia del 
guerrillero heroico" (October 8 day of the heroic guerrilla) . 
The stamp is bordered in the familiar red and blaCk colors 
of the 26th of July Movement. 

Contests and Prizes 


Between January 28 and February 3, 1968, the Cuban 
government sponsored a "San Vex Exposition, 1968” in the 
town of Santiago de las Vegas, near the city of Havana. 
Several winners in this exposition were chosen by the so- 
called Philatelic Classifying Jury and handsome prizes 
awarded An connection with stamp collection. The "Jury” 
was composed of five leading members of the Cuban Communist 
Party (CPC). 

The Cuban government has publicly announced by 
radio and other news media that no person living in Cuba, 
native or foreign, may receive postage stamps sent by other 
philatelic organizations or directly from friends in other 
countries. All such stamps must be sent to the collectors 
in Cuba via a new organization which the Cuban government 
has set up for this specific purpose. It is known as the 
"Cuban Philatelic Federation, Box 2222, Havana, 2, Cuba.” 

Along with the address, the sender must indicate 
on the envelope the name and address of the Cuban philatelist 
to whom the stamps are to be sent. 


Prior to putting the above system into effect, 
CASTRO required all philatelists in Cuba to turn their

Guantanamo who have come to his attention and furnished him 
information. He has also received some information by clandes- 
tine correspondence from Guantanamo. According to these sources 
the Cuban government is carrying on an extensive propaganda 
campaign to publicize the plans which consist of setting up 
several hundred tourist cabins around the area where the Guan- 
tamano Naval Base is located. These will be presumably set up 
in the immediate area of Caimaneras. These cabins will be 
built to lodge people who come to Cuba as tourists, whether 
they come on the invitation of the Cuban government or on their 
own accord. The foreigners will thus have an excellent oppor- 
tunity to view the U. S. Government Naval Base, "occupying 
militarily a part of Cuban territory". 

Another point which has been selected for putting 
up some of these tourist cabins is known as Boqueron, which 
is very near the Naval Base.

■MB advised on April 11, 1968, that the Cuban 
government has launched an intensive campaign of persecution bZ. 
against a group of individuals not formerly molested by 
Cuban repressive police forces. These are the so-called 
sorcerers. In Cuban Spanish these individuals are known as 
H Nanigos* and they use their knowledge of some African rites 
which have been handed down from family to family and have 
always been prevalent, especially in rural areas and even 
to some extent in large cities. 


It has been reliably reported on several occasions 
by Cuban Doctors in the U.S. that FIDEL CASTRO is extremely 
superstitious and through his own Doctor frequently consults 
a selected (< Nanig6* expert . 
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These experts give advice on how to solve problems 
whether they are economic, moral or questions of health.

Since the advent to power of FIDEL CASTRO, 

January 1, 1959, Cuban radio and other news media have 
been referring to Cuba as the ’’only free territory in the 
Americas." It is now being referred to in the Cuban press 
and on the Cuban government -controlled radio stations as 
the "territory free of tips." fSHH stated the hotel and 
restaurant employees have held meetings in 626 chapters of 
the union and have voted to give up tips and also to give 
up hotel and restaurant work to Cuban women so that the 
men can assist in the agricultural fields. 

The Confederation of Revolutionary Cuban Workers 
(CTC-R) has initiated what they call a revolutionary offensive 
and all workers are setting goals for themselves as a tribute 
to the forthcoming July 26th celebrations. For example, the 
516 tobacco workers of the cigar factory "Heroes of Moncada" 
have set a goal of one million cigars to be made through the 
performance of voluntary overtime (VOT) . It has been 
emphasized that in all work centers where it is impossible 
to increase harvest or production records because of the 
nature of the work, nevertheless VOT is to be performed 
in an effort to produce improved quality and assist the 
national economy through savings which will be effected 
by the VOT performed by the workers . 

INDIVIDUAL GOALS OF ORGANIZATIONS 


stated the Cuban radios have announced that 
each organization has a part to play in the Revolutionary 
Offensive and Salute to the 26th of July: 
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The Union of Communist Youth (UJC) mobilized 
50,000 youths and sent them out from Camaguey to assist 
in farm work; the students are to endeavor to obtain a 
seal or plaque known as the "26th of July." All students 
are to work especially hard at the close of the scholastic 
year in order to raise the national standards. 

A plan has been put into effect called "That 
We Might Know Vietnam Better." Another goal is to spread 
the story of the heroic attack on the Moncada Barracks. 

The July 26th Movement grows out of a 
senseless assault organized and led by FIDEL 
CASTRO against the Moncada Barracks in 
Santiago de Cuba on July 26, 1953. This 
assault gave CASTRO the necessary martyrs 
and united a political movement Which 
eventually carried him to power on January 1, 

1959. 


The Federation of Cuban Women (FMC) has also held 
local and national assemblies, calling on the women to 
increase productivity, quality, and labor discipline. The 
FMC has guaranteed as many women as might be necessary to 
take the places of the men willing to perform other more 
arduous labor. 

The Committees of Defense of the Revolution (CBR) 
have also held assemblies in order to properly distribute 
the work and the manpower necessary to perform the work. 

The CDR is endeavoring to stimulate the youth to join in 
the above-clescribedneirch of the 50,000 members of the UJC 
to help advance agricultural work, principally. The CDR 
is endeavoring to focus more attention on the work of the 
People’s Administrators and the tasks which are to foe 
accomplished by these and members of Local .Power. The 
CDR will assist in seeing that the caravan moving out of 
Camaguey, Cuba, arrives at Santiago de Cuba on July 25 , 

1968. 


The CDR will assist in many other tasks in the 
fields of public health, education, civil defense, guard 
duty, production and sports 
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The CTC-R, in an effort to stimulate workers, 
factories and work centers into competition with each 
other, have obtained a flag with the colors of the 
26th of July Movement and lettered "Heroes del Moncada" 
(Heroes of Moncada). The CTC's special task is maintain- 
ing emphasis on labor discipline and seeing that the 
laborers maintain a proper "worker's conscience." 

Although not usually important in political 
matters, the National Association of Small Farmers (ANAP) 
has set for itself the task of gathering more small 
farmers into the plan of increasing hog and other live- 
stock production, developing a "revolutionary offensive" 
against black market and price speculation, and endeavor- 
ing to stamp out individualism and egotism. 

The ANAP will also assist in honoring the heroes 
of Moncada by helping in the mobilization of farm workers 
and seeing that their production goals are met.

[Excerpts] Shortly after yesterday, the DC-9 of the Aeropostal Venezolana line 
departed from Antonio Mace o Airport, Santiago de Cuba. The Curtiss C-46 of the Avensa 
line, which brought the fuel needed for the return of the hijacked aircraft 
also departed with it. 


In this manner the measures of the Cuban Revolutionary Government were executed 
as it had announced that it was not inclined to supply this service to a Venezuelan 
Government enterprise, taking very much into account the cr imi nal seizure of the 

Cuban fishing vessel Alecrin and its crew in international waters at the end of 
last year. 


The hijacked aircraft returned to Venezuela with only two of its crew as the 
passengers and three of the crew returned on 14 February, in a special ’aircraft 
of the ALM, which arrived in Santiago de Cuba from the Dutch West Indies. 


Both the passengers, and crew made a tour of historic and tourist points in 
Santiago de Cuba', and attended baseball games in the sports city of the Oriente 
Capital. They also visited the Dos Rios sugar mill in Pdlma Soriano, and its 
whitened canefields, in one of which they, had a friendly meeting with the 
canecutters of the Raul Podio brigade.

On March 6, 1969* a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, provided the 
January 2, 1969 issue of "Bohemia", a weekly news 
magazine published in Havana, Cuba, under the direction 
and control of the Communist Cuban Government. Page 94 of 
the above-described weekly magazine contains an article 
captioned "The Hijacking of Aircraft", which generally 
outlines various hijackings of United States aircraft to Cuba 
during the past year. 

The article noted that during 1968 , 23 commercial 
airliners and six smaller aircraft, carrying a total of 
1, 330 passengers, were hijacked to Cuba. 

The article notes that many Cuban exiles in the 
United States, especially "those guilty of crimes under 
the Batista tyranny, are deeply alarmed at the possibility 
of finding themselves one morning in a Cuban airport at the 
mercy of revolutionary justice". 

The article indicated that a report prepared by 
a Sub -Committee of the House of Representatives, United States 
Congress completely clarified the fact that in no case of 
aircraft hijacking did the Cuban Government influence or 
instigate the individual hijacker. The article pointed out 
that each of the hundreds of passengers who were forced to 
come to Cuba on a hijacked airliner had been treated with 
courtesy and respect and promptly returned to the 
United States.

The article noted that one feet, which the 
Sub -Committee ' s report had not pointed out, was that in 
the final analysis the only reason for the hijacking of 
aircraft to Cuba was "Yankee Imperialism" with its 
political blockade and aggression against the Cuban 
Revolution .

Everything in Cuba is rationed. There is no 
longer anything available without a book, and medicines are 
the hardest single item to secure. Cuba does obtain much 
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needed antibiotics and special medicines from capitalist 
countries. They carefully remove all labels and re-label 
medicine before it is offered for sale.

even to the field of medicine and stated that as an example 
much publicity will be given to a new building which is 
supposed to be a magnificent, modern fully equipped hospital. 
Through the building of the hospital , there will be attendant 
publicity and desks, beds and equipment will be moved into the 
new building.
